The Baptist Tabernacle is one of 
the best known churches in Atlanta. ft 
was founded eighteen years ago, and 
the present structure was built about 
three years ago. 

Dr. Len G. Broughton was the first 
pastor, and when he left Atlanta to 
accept a call to Christ church, London, 
Dr. Robert 8S. MacArthur, president of 
the Baptist World Alliance, took up the 
work as acting pastor. When he left 
Atlanta the church was without a pas- 
tor for some time, but about a year 
azo Rev. Lincoln McConnell accepted 
a call to the Tabernacle. On account 
of his many lecture engagements, how- 
ever, he was away from the church 
much of his time, and consequently the 
congregation has lacked a unifled pas- 
toral leadership. 

At present, Rev. G. L. Dibble, assist- 
ant pastor, is in charge. The Sunday 
school has averaged 880 for the last 
four months, and the church has paid 
out $6,000 on general expenses. 

At the meeting Sunday W. D. Up- 
shaw will make an appeal to the con- 
Sregation not to let the building be 
sold, and Mrs. Mary H. Armor, national] 
organizer of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance union, will make a ten- 
minute talk on the influence of the 
Tabernacle during the administration 
of Dr. Broughton.

captured in an alley West 
after a chase of several 
Later Patrolman Jones and 
Captain J. M. Wright, of the United 
States secret service, found quite a 
collection of spurious money scattered 
in the street and neighboring vards, 
which the negroes, it is said, had 
thrown away in their precipitate flight. 
The coins were mostly imitations of 
half dollars, quarters and nickles. Wil- 
liams ‘was tried before the recorder 
Friday morning and bound over under 
a bond of $500 for passing counterfeit 
money and for vagrancy. The Howard 
hearing has been postponed. 

Following clues obtained in their sub- 
sequent investigation, Captain. Wright, 
Sergeant Bullard and Officers Shaw 
and Jones arrested the Wellborn negro 
in his shoe shop across the street from 
his home, 188 Piedmont, Friday even- 
ing. When searched by the arresting 
officers, several nickles and dimes were 
found in Wellborn’s mouth. When the 
negro’s house was subsequently ran- 
sacked the plant from which the coins 
‘ame was found. 

Wellborn still maintained that he 
knew nothing of thecounterfeiting out- 
fit.

At the meeting 
in Detroit last year the actual regis- 
tration of délegates alone showed a 
total of about 2,200, which was the 
record to that date. Late Wednesday 
afternoon the registration in Atlanta 
showed a total upwards of 2,800 dele- 
gates.

Vienna, November — 
(Via London.)—It officially 
nounced that the Russians have occu- 
pied Tarnow, Jaslo and Krosno, three 
towns in Galicia. 

The official statement says: 

“Yesterday afternoon there were no 
important events in the northern thea- 
ter of the war. 

“The enemy has marched 
now, Jaslo and Krosno. 

“The number of prisoners taken 
to yesterday were 867 officers 
2,727 men. 

“In the southern war theater 
enemy continues the _ retreat 
Koceljeva and Valievo eastward.” 


BATTLES RAGING 
IN EAST PRUSSIA. 

Petrograd, November 123.—The follow- 
ing statement has been received by the 
Russian commaner-in-chief’s staff: 

“In Eastern Prussia the fighting con- 
tinues in the region of Stalluponen for 
the possession of the outlets in the 
eastern chain of the Mazurian lakes. 

“The fighting in the region of Soldau 
continues. 

“The German offensive has been re- 
pulsed in the direction of Thorn on both 
banks of the Vistula toward Ryfoin and 
Wloclawek and further west. The ene- 
my brought here a part of his troops 
from Lyck. 

“In the Czenstochowa region the Ger- 
mans are moving gradually toward the 
Silesian frontier. 

“In Galicia our offensive toward 
Dounaietz nowhere encountered resist- 
ance. 

“We occupied Krosno and inflicted 
heavy losses on the Austrian rear 
guard. 

_¢tm the region ef Sanok and Turka, 
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fied position, the Austrians, on the 
morning of November 11, began retreat- 
ing. 

“In the Carpathians on the road from 
Nadvorna to Marmarosziget, near 
Pasieczna, we defeated a body of hostile

“Turkish torpedo boats have been 
sighted near Soulina, on the Black sea.” 


KAISER PREPARING 
DEFENSIVE MOVE, 


London, November 13.—A Petrograd 
dispatch to The Daily Telegraph gives 
the following order alleged to have 


his troops in East Prussia: 

“My Dear and Faithful Soldiers: 
Thanks to your valor. France has been 
severely punished and Belgium has 
been added to our glorious provinces of 
Germany. You know that our puni- 
tive expedition into Russia has been 
a brilliant success. 

“But now we must turn to the new 
task of protecting our hearth, which 
moribund France and barbarous Rus- 
Sia are preparing to attack. Hence- 
forward our military operations will 
ake a new form, which will soon be in- 
telligible to you, my dear soldiers. 

“Your trial has come—for you and 
all Germany. It is necessary to con- 
centrate our energies on the repulse 
of our enemies, for, otherwise, 
aim is to transform our free country into 
enslaved and degraded provinces of 
Russia and France. 

“If Germany is 
culture and faith of the nation and 
emperor are dear to you. you will of- 
fer the enemy a worthy resistance. Do 
not make a single step backward into 
our country. temember that behind 
us destruction threatens; it is only be- 
fare us that happiness lies. For coun- 
try, for glory, for war—faithful 
friends.” 


U. S. IS INVESTIGATING 
MINES IN NORTH SEA 


Washington, November 13.—The 
United States government is trying to 
tascertain officially who placed mines in 
the North sea. This is one result of 
representations by Denmark, Holland, 
Sweden and Norway that their mari- 
time commerce with the United States 
had been paralyzed by mines. 

The United States was asked to join 
with these governments in an effort to 
have the warring powers abate this 
danger to navigation. Whether it will 
do so or not is stil! under consideration, 
but meanwhile the inquiry is being 
made. 

Counsellor Lansing, of the state de- 
partment, inquired of the British am- 
bassador along these lines today, but 
the ambassador said he did not have the 
information. Later came notice from 
the American ambassador at Petrograd 
confirming reports that Russia had 
placed mines from 58:50 north latitude 
and to the eastward of the twenty-first 
meridian; also at the entrance of the 
Gulf of Riga and around the Aland 
islands. 


GERMANY WILL ALLOW 
U. S. OFFICERS AT FRONT

London, November 13—While the 


battle in West Flanders continues to 


hold public attention because of the 
desparate character of the fighting, 
the numbérs of men engaged and the 
territory at stake, military men now 
look on East Prussia as the center of 
gravity of the war. 

In the latter field a tremendous 
battle is developing. The Russians 
are pushing vigorously a great en- 
veloping movement. They are en- 
gaged with the Germans along a wide 
curve of 150 miles from Stalluponen, 
in the northeast, through Goldap and 
Kruglanken, which is well within the 
tangle of lakes, down to Soldau in 
the southwest. - 


“Military Observers say the Germans. 


apparently have checked their retreat 
in Poland and are counter-attacking. 
They say, however, that the Russians 
are not to be turned from their plan, 
which is believed to be an attack on 
Danzig. They argue that the Germans 
either must allow East Prusisa to be 
overrun a second time or bring up 
reinforcements, and that they hardly 
can weaken, their army along the

ATTACK OF PRUSSIANS 
REPULSED BY BRITONS 


Reported That Large Force of 
Picked German Troops 
Suffered Heavily. 


London, November 13.—(11:20 p. m.) 
The official press bureau issued the fol- 
lowing communication at 11 o'clock 
tonight: 

“A. severe attack against the portion 
of the line held by the first army 
corps before’ Ypres was delivered on 
the 1lth by a Prussian guard crops. The 
enemy made an especial effort on this 
occasion to break the line which they 
hoped already had been weakened by 
attacks of infantry of the line. The 
facts briefly are as follows: 

“Our troops were subjected 
heaviest bombardment that we have 
yet experienced, from dawn for three 
hours. This was at once followed up 
by an assault in force, carried out by 
the first and fourth brigades of the 
Prussian guard corps. It is understood 
that these picked troops had _ been 
brought up specially to act against us 
in order to force their way through 
at points where previous efforts made 
by the infantry of the line had failed. 

“The attack was pressed 
|greatest bravery and determination. 
Owing to the gallantry of our troops 
and their splendid resistance against 
great odds the attempt to penetrate to 
Ypres was repulsed, but the weight of 
the enemy’s advance enabled them to 
break through our lines at three points. 
They were hurled back, however, and 
prevented from gaining further ground. 

“An immense loss had been inflicted 
on the Germans, 700 of their dead hav- 
ing been found on the ground behind 
our front trenches alone. Their casu- 
alties in advancing up to our line under 
direct and enfiladed fire must have been 
enormous. Our casualties also were 
heavy. 

“The action of our troops on this as 
well as on previous occasions cannot 
be praised too highly.’

TO HAVE FINAL SAY 


American Association Al- 
lowed to War on Congress- 
men Only Through State 
Organizations. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 15 iV a 
vote of almost 2 to 1, the convention of 
ihe National American Woman Suffrage 
wssociation here late today. decided that 
its work before congress for the ensu- 
ing year shall not bé limited to efforts 
for the passage of the Bristow-Mondell 
suffrage amendment to the federal con- 
stitution. At an earlier session the 
national association declared by a de- 
cisive majority that its congressional 
committee shall not conduct campaigns 
against candidates in any state without 
the consent of the suffrage associations 
in the state concerned. 

The action of the convention on these 
matters settled the most impor- 
tant questions before the present con- 
vention—questions which have given 
rise to much division of opinion among 
the suffragists during the last few 
months, and which had significant bear- 
ilng upon their plans for next years 
campaign. 

The debate on both issues was de- 
cidedly spirited, and at times tinged 
with factional! bitterness

congress. 

A substitute motion, offered imme- 
diately by Mrs. Raymond Brown, of 
New York, declared that “it is the sense 
of the convention that the policy of the 
national association shall be to support 
by every means within its power, in the 
future, as in the past, the amendment 
known as the Susan B. Anthony amend- 
ment. And further that we support 
guch other legislation as the national 
board may authorize and initiate to the 
end that the Susan B. Anthony resolu- 
tion may become law.” 

Mrs. Barton Jenks, of Rhode Island, 
then moved to strike out the last sen- 
tence of Mrs. Brown’s substitute. Im- 
mediately at least a dozen women were 
on their feet shouting for a chance to 
be heard on the motion. 
Miss Jane Addams, who presided, rec- 
ognized Mrs. George W. Bass, of Chi- 
cago, who spoke warmly. against limit- 
ing the association’s efforts to one 
measure. 

Misa Gordon Speaks. 

Miss Kate M. Gordon, of New Orleans, 
president of the Southern States Suf- 
frage association, favored Mrs Jenks 
motion, asserting that she did not ibe- 
lieve in allowing the national board too 
great powers in initiating legislation. 

‘My idea of the object of this asso- 
ciation,” said Mrs. Medill McCormick, 
of Chicago, chairman of the consres- 
sional committee, “is that we want to 
pass national legislation to give women 
the ballot.

Atlanta Will Profit Greatly 
By Bond Issue, Says Compton 


That Atlanta will greatly profit by a 
bond issue for street paving, schools 
and sewers was the assertion of 
Keith Compton, of Baltimore, Md., 
who is chairman of the Baltimore street 
paving committee, which has charge of 
repaving all of Baltimore's streets, and 
the expenditure of a $12,500,000 bond 
issue for that purpose. He is in At- 
lanta attending the good road con- 
gress. 

“It was the only thing for Baltimore 
to do,” said Mr. Compton, in his inter- 
view. “Baltimore was a city of cob- 
ble stone streets, and the city had to 
improve these streets. The bond issue 
way was the easiest, and the cheapest. 
Now, during the last three years we 
have repaved one-third of Baltimore's 
oldest streets, some with sheet asphalt, 


some with brick, macadam, and cresote 
bricks. 

“The work is progressing rapidly, 
and the citizens of the town are satis- 
fied with the results of the bond issues. 
The bonds bear interest at 4 per cent, 
and the interest is annually paid out of 
the general property tax. Also, each 
property owner was assessed so much, 
15 cents to 25 cents a front foot, ac- 
cording to the width of the street, and 
this street pavement assessment was 
prorated over a period of ten years. 
The amount raised from this street 
pavement assessment and the bond is- 
sues will give Baltimore the most up- 
to-date streets of any city in the 
country. 

“There is no reason why Atlanta can- 
not do the same with a bond issue.”

T0 HAVE FINAL SAY 


American Association Al- 
lowed to War on Congress- 
men Only hrough State 
Organizations. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 13.—By a 
vote of almost 2 to 1, the convention of 
ihe National American Woman Suffrage 
association here late today decided that 
its work before congress for the ensu- 
ing year shall not bé limited to efforts 
forthe passage of the Bristow-Mondell 
suffrage amendment to the federal con- 
stitution. At an earlier session the 
national association declared by a de- 
cisive majority that its congressional 
committee shall not conduct campaigns 
against candidates in any state without 
the consent.of the suffrage associations 
in the state concerned. 

The action of the convention on these 
matters settled two of the most impor- 
tant questions before tne present con- 
vention—questions which have given 
rise to much division of opinion among 
the suffragists during the last few 
months, and which had significant bear- 
iing upon their plans for next year’? 
Campaign. 

The debate on both issues was de- 
cidedly spirited, and at times tinged 
with factional bitterness.

Atlanta Will Profit Greatly 
By Bond Issue, Says Compton 


That Atlanta will greatly profit by a 
bond issue for street paving, schools 
and sewers was the assertion of 
Keith Compton, of Baltimore, Md., 
who is chairman of the Baltimore street 
| paving committee, which has charge of 
repaving all of Baltimore's streets, and 
the expenditure of a $12,500,000 bond 
issue for that purpose. He is in At- 
lanta attending the good road con- 
gress. 

“It was the only thing for Baltimore 
to do,” said Mr. Compton, in his inter- 
view. “Baltimore was a city of cob- 
ble stone streets, and the city had to 
improve these streets. The bond issue 
way was the easiest, and the cheapest. 
Now, during the last three years we 
have repaved one-third of Baltimore's 
oldest streets, some with sheet asphalt, 


some with brick, macadam, and cresote 
bricks, 

“The work is progressing rapidly, 
and the citizens of the town are satis- 
fied with the results of the bond issues. 
The bonds bear interest at 4 per cent, 
and the interest is annually paid out of 
the general property tax. Also, each 
property owner was assessed so much, 
15 cents to 25 cents a front foot, ac- 
cording to the width of the street, and 
this street pavement assessment was 
prorated over a period of ten years. 
The amount raised from this street 
pavement assessment and the bond is- 
sues will give Baltimore the most up- 
to-date streets of any city in the 
country. 

“There is no reason why Atlanta can- 
not do the same with a bond issue.”

Washington, November 13.—General | 
Villa has ordered an attack on Tampic®. 
His army is operating from the city of 
San Luis Potosi, which was occupied 
without firing a shot. Official dis- | 
patches received here today say the 
people received Villa with an ovation. 

It will be several days before the 
Villa troops will be in pesition to begin 
fighting at Tampico, but they are al- 
ready taking possession of the railroad 
leading there from San Luis Potest. 

About 800 Americans are.in Tampico. 
A number of American ships are in the 
harbor there, and the American consul 
at San Luis Potosi has arranged to 
notify the consul at Tampico so that 
Americans can withdraw to places of 
Safety with the advance of the Villa 
army. 

Tampico is next in importance to 
Vera Cruz.as a seaport. The possibility 
of withdrawal of American forces from 
Vera Cruz, which then would fall into 
the hands of General Aguilar, who is 
loyal to Carranza, probably determined 
Villato take Tampico, at which ammu- 
nition and war supplies may be im-\ 
ported and rushed overland through 
Central Mexico to his other columns.

NOT ENOUGH UNIFORMS 
FOR STATE MILITIA 


November 13.—‘Should 
military be called into 
service, the troops 
mobilization camps 
without sufficient uniforms to pro- 
vide each soldier of the minimum 
strength with one suit of outside 
clothing.” 

This was the warning sounded by 
the war department in a circular di- 
rected today to national guardsmen 
by Brigadier General A. L. Mills, chiet 
of the division of militia affairs. The 
circular further recited that at the 
last inspection this year nine states 
did not have sufficient clothing to 
provide one uniform for each of the 
100 enlisted militiamen required to be 
maintained for each senator and 
representative. Thirty-nine states did 
not have sufficient clothing to pro- 
vide one uniform for each enlisted 
man of the minimum authorized 
strength. The authorized strength 
formerly was 58 men for each in- 
fantry company, which is now to be 


increased to 65.

The funeral of John B. the first 
negro awarded a Carnegie medal for 
bravery and for twenty-one years the 
faithful servant of Willis E. Ragan, 
of 574 Peachtree street, will be held at 
the First Congregational church, col- 
ored,. this afternoon at 1 o'clock, Rev.

Hill. who was a native of Washing- 
ton county, Georgia, entered the em- 
ploy of Mr. Willis E. Ragan soon after 
coming to Atlanta. During his twenty- 
one years of continuous employment 
in this family he became widely known 
and highly respected among the white 
people. His death occurred Wednesday 
at 506 Butler street.

The letter of inquiry to Georgia 
chambers of commerce was mailed in 
the latter part of October by Commis- 
sioner Price; many of the answers, Cov- 
éring the situation in the forty coun- 
ties, was based upon actual pledges of 
reduction by the farmers—as in Lee 
county: others were taken from state- 
ments made by farmers at mass meet- 
ings called for the purpose of ascer- 
taining their position on reduction; 
etill others were estimates, carefully 
made, by secretaries of chambers of 
commerce, secretaries of county fair 
associations and other men in a pos!- 
tion to know what they were talking 
about. Further reports from other 
counties are also expected by Commis- 
sioner Price. 

“These reports are, of course, very 
gfratifying to me,’ sald Commissioner 
Price. “They show that the farmers 
of Georgia are thoroughly alive to the 
financial ruin which would face them 
and the whole state if a normal cot- 
ton crop was. produced next season. 
They also show that farmers are going 
in for diversified crops and live stock— 
for a promise to cut the cotton acreage 
means grain and fodder and vegetables 
and stock tg take the place of the sta- 
ple. The result will make Georgia into 
what she has never been—a food-pro- 
ducing state.’

According to returns being compiled 
by State Secretary Cook, it is not alto- 
rether certain that the constitutional 


‘amendment providing for a four-year 


term for county officials has been car- 
ried. Returns from 141 counties out of 
the 14S give the amendment a majority 
of 1,166. The total vote compiled to 
date shows 25,915 votes cast for the 
amendment and 24,755 against it. With 
seven counties yet to be heard from 
it is likely that the figures may be 
changed and the amendment defeated. 

Complete official returns on the con- 
tests for-United States senator have 
been received. These returns show that 
Senator Smith and Congressman Hard- 
wick carried 118 counties, and that C. 
W. McClure and G. R. Hutchens carried 
twenty-eight counties. Two counties, 
Greene and Dawson, split. Greene county 
gave a majority to Senator Smith and 
Mr. Hutchens, while Dawson gave ma- 
jorities to Congressman Hardwick and 
Mr. McClure.

NOTE PROVES SENSATION. 


Montford Trial May Go Into 
Next Week. 


Dublin, Ga., November 13.—(Special.) 
The contents of a note which was writ- 
ten by Montford to John Gardner, and 
which led to Gardner telling that Mont- 
ford had killed Herschel Beacham and 
thrown him in the river near Dublin, 
was the main feature of Montford's 
trial this afternoon, outside of the 
hot legal battles which were waged all 
afternoon between counsel. 

The note was alleged to have been 
written by Montford to John Gardner 
aftem Montford was put in jail, telling 
Gardner to get Beacham’s diamond ring 
hidden under a steam pipe in the rear 
of a laundry, and mail it to the sheriff. 
The police heard of the note, and finally 
got the story of it and of the killing 
from Gardner. 

They found 
the directions 
the note. 

According to the story brought out 
by the testimony, Montford gave his 
father-in-law, S. F. Miller, a note a few 
days after being put in jail, asking him 
to carry it to John Gardner, who 
worked for him at his pressing club. 
Mr. Miller told the court of carrying 
the note, but not knowing Gardner, 
gave it to Joe Mackey, another negro 
employee of the club, whom he Knew 
to deliver to Gardner. 

Mackey told on the stand of receiving 
the note from Mr. Miller, and said he 
delivered it to Gardner at once, who 
was at the rear of the building at work. 
Mackey said he had read the note with 
Gardner, but read only a portion of it 
before stopping. 

After a long wrangle between the 
attorneys, he was told to repeat what 
he had read, which he did, as follows: 

“John, keep your eyes open; the de- 
tectives have been down here question 
ing me all day. I haven't told them 
anything. You get the ring from unde 
the steam pipe back of the laundry 
wash it and mail it to the sheriff.” 

Mackey said that Boston Simmons, 
negro, walked up, took hold of the 
note and he stopped reading, and went 
back into the house.

REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, November 13.—The plans for 
reopening the cotton exchange have at 
last been successfully consummated ane 
trading will be resumed both here and in 

vy Orleans on Monday morning. Liver- 
pool reopened for restricted trading last 
week, and the restriction on fresh selling 
was removed on Thursday, so that next 
week all three of the big futures markets 
will be doing business for the first time 
since the demoralizing events of last July. 

Trading here will be in the new style 
-ontracts for January and later deliveries, 
while the board of managers will request 
members to limit their business to Decem- 
ber contracts to the liquidation of the old 
interest and today’s ballot HNquidating 22,- 
000 bales of the Liverpool straddle interest 
will be the last under the international 
agreement The remaining interest will 
be worked out in the regular way around 
the ring, the local traders are anticipating 
an active business in the new government 
contracts when the trade has once been 
fully adjusted to the rules and regulatons. 

The general situation, meanwhile, has 
thown a further improvement. A _ good 
demand has been reported for spot cotton 
in the south, both from exporters and in- 
vestors, and prices have worked generally 
‘higher in the _ interior markets. High 
ocean freight rates and scarcity of ton- 
nage are giving shippers some concern, 
and domestic mills are still reported to be 
holding off or buying only in small lots, 
as though anticipating lower prices within 
the next two or three months, when avail- 
able supplies in the south will have reach- 
ed the maximum. 

A comparison of the last ginning figures 
with the into-sight movement, however, 
indicates that farmers are holding the bulk 
of their cotton and local brokers claim 
that the improvement in the export outlet 
has absorbed distress cotton. At the same 
time some hedging has been reported 
around 4.30d for May-June in Liverpool, 
and some traders predict that southern 
hedge selling will be a feature here when 
the market reopens.

Washington, November’ 13.-—After 
long consideration the federal reserve 
board tonight decided that rates to be 
charged by the twelve federal reserve 
banks for rediscounting commercial 
paper should be not greater than 6 and 
not less than 5 per cent. These rates 
will obtain when the banks open for 
business Monday. They can be changed 
by the board later if they prove unsat- 
factory. 

The rate will not be uniform. The 
board decided not to make its decision 
public until tomorrow and the rates to 
be charged in each of the -various dis- 
tricts were not disclosed. It was un-/; 
derstood, however, that the rate would, 
be lower in districts where money 1s 
easy, possibly in New York, Boston 
and Cc hicago. 

The board decided 
preferential rate of 
lower than the ordinary rate for all 
paper having a maturity of not more 
than thirty days. This was understood 
to have been suggested by some of the 
banks. 

The idea of a preferential rate is in 
keeping with the board's 
policy of having each reserve 
keep its rediscounted paper in 
shape that practically one-third of 
will be liquidated each thirty days.
